teresting subject* discussed at the cab- 
inet meeting today were first, the Chi- 
nese boycott against American good*. 
and second, the consideration of, com- 
plaints made by tho Chinese government 
against the .method of execution of the 
existing t^ilnese exclusion laws. The 
important fact developed was that the 
president's effort last summer to allav 
the indication of the Chinese by a cir- 
cular of •instructions to the American 
minister to China and consular officers 
there, had in a measure failed of its 
purpose and took considerable amend- 
ment to secure the object sought. Minis- 
ter Koekhill himself reported that it 
.bad not been found possible to carry out 
the instruction* contamM in the circu- 
lar without doing great injustice to 
worthy Chinese and imposing burdens 
too; heavy to 'be borne upon the American 
consuls. 
• 
. 


Being freshly back from the Orient, 


Secretary Taft took a prominent part in 
the discussion of thi* matter when it 
was broached by Secretary Root and 
presented some of the results of hi» ob- 
servations on his recent trip. It devel- 
oped that the requirement that American 
consuls identify the Chinese seeking cer- 
tificates admitting them to American 
ports, imposed a tank upon these of- 
ficial* beyond their ability. The Chinese 
applicant frequently came from some 
place far distant from the American 
consulate and the consul was conse- 
quently obliged to refuse to identify as 
proper person* to be admitted to the 
United States many worthy Chinese, 
which, of course, led to bitter complaint 
and fostered .the boycott feeling.

conditions were nearly normal during 
the week, the days generally clear and 
pleasant and the nights cool. 
Light

Bernardino mountains on the 38th. 


The weather forecasts for the raisin

trays were stacked before the rain and 
raisin? were but slightly injured. Rais- 
in making is nearly completed and large 
quantities are going to packing houses. 
The yield of table, wine and raisin grapes 
is better than expected a few weeks 
ago. Fruit drying is -practically complet- 
ed. Deciduous fruits have turned out 
better than estimated and in many plac- 
es the crop is fully average. 
A good 


crop of almonds has been gathered in 
the San Joaquin valley. Walnut harvest 
has commenced and the nuts are of good 
quality. 
Reix>rts from all the apple- 


growing districts show that apple* are 
of superior quality and the yield far 
above the average. O_rnnges are in first- 
class condition and will probably be ripe 
for the holiday trade. 


Bean harvest is in progress and .reports 


from Ventura, county indicate the larg- 
est crop ever known, while it is about 
average in Santa Barbara county and 
other sections. The sugar beet crop-now 
being harvested is very largo. Hop bail- 
ing and shipping are in progress.

C'ool and clear weather prevailed most
